of the pendulum. A movement 
was started some time ago by a 
group of business men to reform 
the laws and lawmakers, and it 
is carried forward with volume 
and earnestness by correspond- 
ence, by circulars, by speeches, by 
the newspapers. " It is the fash- 
ion, we are told, when Texan bus- 
iness men meet one another to 
talk about the reform of the laws: 
that the excessive restriction and 
regulation of the last decade have 
naturally gone so far as to pro- 
voke revolt; that along with this 
agitation a reai reform in the ad- 
ministration of the State is going 
on, wasteful leaks are being hunt- 
ed down by business experts, 
separate and distinct from poli- 
ticians. And over all the slogan 
goes up: "Give us fewer and bet- 
ter laws." 

One of the statutes that is un- 
der assault right now is that 
known as the stock and bond law, 
which has been in force for thir 
teen years, and which has result- 
ed in making it practically impos- 
sible for any Texas railroad to 
build up its own lines of road 
without some help from outside 
corporations, since the law makes 
it necessary first to build the road 
and then get permission to bond 
it— a measure all but prohibitory.
